HISTORY OF DISTRICT THIRTY-SEVEN 

The Thirty-seventh District, now comprising Montana and Alberta, of Lions 
International, came originally from the Montana-Wyoming District No. 15. 
In 1926 the State of Montana was formed into the Thirty-seventh District, and 
Julius J. Wuerthner, of Great Falls, was the first District Governor. 

Our first District Convention was held in Great Falls in the year 1927. 
T. W. (Whit) Carolan, of Forsyth, was District Governor in 1927-1928. The 

second District Convention was held in Big Timber in 1928, and Jas. Griffin, 

of Chinook, was District Governor for the term of 1928-1929. The third 

annual convention was held in Great Falls in 1929, with Chateau 

Conrad, Big Sandy, Chinook and Shelby as joint hosts, and Jas. J. Lacklen, of 
Big Timber, was District Governor for the term 1929-1930. The fourth annual 
Convention was held in Billings in 1930, and Leo C. Graybill. of Great Falls, 
was District Governor for the year 1930-1931. The fifth annual Convention was 
held in Missoula in 1931, with Missoula and Hamilton as joint hosts, and Don 
E. Anson, of Wisdom, was elected District Governor for the term of 1931-1932. 

In April, 1931, the Province of Alberta was joined to the State of Montana, 
comprising the present Thirty-seventh District, which now has twenty-nine 
clubs; twenty-six in the State and three in the Province, with a total mem¬ 
bership of almost one thousand Lions.
